Dear Ann Landers: How about 


a word of encouragement for us 
unemployed folks? There are a 
lot of us these days and we need 
a lift. 


I have been a widow for 12 


years. I worked full time to 
support my child. In addition to 
my job I went to school at night 
so I could qualify for a better- 
paying position. All the years I 
worked I never drew a dime of 
unemployment 
compensation 


nor did I ask anyone for help. 


The last company I worked for 


was shut down several weeks 
ago. I had to go on unem- 
ployment or starve. There just 
aren't any jobs to be had in this 
town and I was up against it. It's 
bad enough to be on welfare, but 
the insults I have to take when I 
go downtown to collect my check 
makes starving to death an 
attractive alternative. 


The first question the woman 


at 
the unemployment 
office 


asked me was, "Did you lower 
your starting wage?" Then she 
gave me a speech about how 
much the state of California 
paid out last month because of 
people like me. Finally 
she 


shrieked, "It's going to get a lot 
worse out here in California — 
what with all you hillbillies 
coming here thinking you can 
live on oranges. You're not bad 
looking. Why don't you get 
married?" I didn't reply to her 
insane question and turned to 
walk away. She then shouted so 
everyone in the place could 
hear, "I hope you take my ad- 
vice and say yes to the next guy 
who asks because if you get laid 
off again you won't have any 
fund to fall back on."

staements would suggest that he 
is gearing up for the 1972 
presidential campaign by laying 
claim to being close kin to all 
Americans — young and old — 
who have complaints about the 
government. 
The chief executive will 
outline his 1971 program in the 
annual State of the Union ad­ 
dress to Congress Friday. 
Early Wednesday morning, 
Nixon met with about 60 top 
members of the White House 
staff to go over again what he 
will tell everyone else on Friday. 
Press secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler quoted Nixon as saying 
he favors “ a revolutionary 
approach 
to 
government 
relevant to our times.” 
Asked what he meant, Ziegler 
said “Making government more 
responsive to the needs of the 
people.” 
Clearly, Nixon has been 


seeking new programs and 
approaches ever since the off- 
year elections last November 
proved disappointing to the 
White House and the Republican 
party. 
One thing Nixon obviously is 
enthusiastic about is a greatly- 
expanded proposal for sharing 
federal tax revenues with state 
and local governments, many of 
them hard pressed financially. 
Last year Congress ignored 
the Nixon revenue sharing 
proposal of gradually increasing 
the amount of federal funds to be 
parceled to states and local 
governments to $5 billion by 
mid-decade. 
Nixon this year plans a much 
more ambitious effort. If 
adopted, it could soon channel as 
much as $20 billion a year away 
from the collecting agency in

where. 


A firm rule of wisdom is 


that any medical information 
known by one person alone, 
and exclusively used by him, 
must be suspect. 


I am aware of the so-called 


cellular treatment that you 
mention. It has found enthusi- 
astic response with some peo- 
ple; but stay away from it, for 
it will only be accompanied by 
disappointment and by expen- 
ditures of time and monecy. 


You may ask why there are 


enthusiastic "recovered" pa- 
tients who have had the cellu- 
lar treatment. 


Undoubtedly, these "recov- 


ered" patients would have re- 
covered had they been given 


even simple sugar water at 
these expensive and distant 
treatment centers. 


Some people "recover" from 


their diseases more rapidly if 
their financial outlay is great- 
er, and the treatment center is 
not available to everyone. 


This form of medical snob- 


bery then makes these pa- 
tients members of the "exclu- 
sive club," and soon they be- 
come self-appointed public re- 
lations agents. 


The psychological 
benefits 


are sometimes great for those 
who seek far-distant cures. It 
takes them away from the 
stresses within their family 
and

Government Reorganization 


UvJACKANUKKSON 


WASHINGTON — The secret 


paperwork has been completed 
for a sweeping reorganization of 
the federal government. Only 
the State, Defense. Treasury 
and Justice Departments will 
remain unscathed. 


The changes 
have been 


proposed 
in 
a 
series 
of 


exhaustive memos to President 
Nixon from a high-powered task 
force headed by Roy Ash. 
president of Litton Industries. 


"We are well aware that 


sweeping 
o r g a n i z a t i o n a l 


changes are 
difficult 
to ac- 


complish and not to be un- 
dertaken lightly," reported the 
Ash Council in a 427-page memo 
to the President dated Nov. 19, 
1970. "However, after a very 
careful examination, we have 
rejected more modest ap- 
proaches for we believe that 
they 
will 
not 
solve 
the 


management problems that 
challenge 
the 
government 


today." 


President Nixon still must 


approve some of the details. And 
Congress, of course, will have 
the final word on any major 
government surgery. 


The federal bureaucracy's 


powers of self-preservation also 
shouldn't be underestimated. 
Such agencies as the Office of 
Economic Opportunity, marked 
for elimination by 
the Ash 


Council, are fighting for sur- 
vival in the backrooms of 
Washington. 


Under the Ash proposals, most 


domestic functions would be 
regrouped under four 
major 


government departments. They 
would be called the Department 
of Human Resources, Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, 
Department 
of Community 


Development and Department 
of Economic Development.

Up until the middle of last 


month, 
the 
Transportation 


Department held out against 
reorganization. Then two White 
House aides sent out a stiff 
memo of opposition, dated 
December 14, to the President's 
major demo, John Ehrlichman. 


Protested aides Bud Krogh 


and Andy Rouse: "It appears 
inappropriate, considering how 
far the Ash proposals go, to 
permit 
the Department of 


Transportation to remain the 
only means-oriented domestic 
agency in the executive branch 
— with its programs, interests 
and constituencies overlapping 
those of other agencies." Ap- 
parently, the department will 
now be partially dismembered. 


Attorney General John Mit- 


chell made a personal appeal to 
the President to prevent the 
break-up of his department. 
Mitchell argued that, in view of 
his strike forces' success in 
combatting organized crime in 
key cities, the Justice Depart- 
ment should be left alone. 


He 
encountered 
little 


resistance from the Ash Council, 
which was concerned that a 
consolidation 
of 
law 
en- 


forcement agencies would raise 
the spectre of a national police 
force. The Justice Department, 
therefore, is expected to be 
stripped only of the non- 
enforcement features of its 
drug-control program which will 
be transferred 
to Human 


Resources. 


NIXON FRUSTRATED 


President Nixon has been 


fuming ever since he moved into 
the White House over his 
inability to bestir 
the vast 


federal 
bureaucracy. 
Poor 


Richard has issued directives, 


delivered pronouncements and 
dictated memos to little avail. 


They disappear into the 


cumbersome federal machine 
that we sometimes call the 
Fuddle Factory. There follows a 
great grinding of gears and 
spinning of bureaucratic wheels. 
But for all the wondrous ac- 
tivity, little forward momentum 
results.' 


In the privacy of his oval of- 


fice, the President fusses over 
the negative attitudes of most 
bureaucrats, fumes at their 
can't-be-done responses to his 
ideas and chafes over the 
bureaucratic inertia. He has 
complained that government 
officials "spent one-half of their 
time writing papers to each 
other." 


He has tried to make the 


bureaucracy more responsive to 
his will by requiring political 
clearance for all appointees 
down to the grade 13 level. More 
often than not, however, this has 
resulted in the appointment of 
political hacks who are less

workers they replaced. 


Almost in desperation, the 


President commissioned a task 
force to revamp the federal 
government.

Pressure For Revenue Sharing

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 


Pressure is growing inside and 
outside Congress for revenue 
sharing, an idea that looks 
simple but isn't. 


Under revenue sharing the 


federal government, blessed 
with income-tax revenue that 
automatically goes up faster 
than the over-all economy, 
would turn Over some of the 
money to hard-pressed state and 
local governments, with no 
strings attached. 


President Nixon, committed 


to his "new federalism" policy 
of strengthening state govern- 
ments, will press harder than 
ever for revenue sharing this 
year. Governors and mayors are 
clamoring for it, a recent poll 
shows 71 per cent of Americans 
like the idea, and a growing 
number of congressmen and 
senators appear to be lining up 
behind it. 


Opponents of revenue sharing 


include fiscal conservatives who 
see it as another spending plan, 
organized 
labor 
and 
the 


National Education Association 
which say it has hidden pitfalls, 
and many members of Congress 
simply reluctant to let power 
pass out of their hands or to 
raise taxes for the benefit of 
another level of government. 


Debate over the issue will heat 


up when President 
Nixon 


delivers his State of the Union 
address to Congress Friday. He 
lias promised a new, expanded 
revenue sharing plan. 


The arguments criss-cross 


party lines and ideological 
boundaries. 
Republicans, 


Democrats, liberals, moderates 
and conservatives can be found 
on both sides of the issue.

FOR — Pinched by rising 


costs and lagging tax takes, 


many states and cities predict 
cutbacks in basic services or 
increases in taxes without in- 
creased 
federal 
aid, 
an 


Associated Press survey showed 
last month. Federal aid, in the 
form of no -strings 
federal 


revenue sharing, is the answer. 


AGAINST — States and cities 


have only themselves to blame, 
since they can always raise their 
own taxes. Anyway, the federal 
government already gives them 
about $25 billion yearly in direct, 
conditional grants-in-aid and 
about another $7 billion in in- 
direct loans and subsidies. 


FOR — The grants only un- 


derline the basic point that the 
federal government has gotten 
too much power. Twenty years 
ago those grants totalled only $2 
billion, but the federal govern- 
ment has an easier time raising 
money than local governments.

1 per cent 
growth 
in the 


economy. State and local taxes 
have less of an automatic in- 
crease and frequently have to be 
raised by law, sometimes 
getting the men who raised them 
turned out of office.

remains in Washington where 
miles of red tape keep a lot of aid 
from reaching those it is sup- 
posed to help. And finally, states 
and localities can't tell from one 
year to the next how much 
Congress will decide to put into 
its own programs.

national standards in such areas 
as civil rights, welfare and labor 
practices can be enforced only if 
Washington keeps strings on the 
money it hands to states and 
localities. 


FOR — The problems of the 


'70s are primarily local — police 
protection, education, health, 
sanitation.

problems drive out taxpaying 
citizens and businesses. Federal 
revenue sharing would spread 
the tax burden equally. 


AGAINST — The same thing 


could be accomplished by 
streamlining grant-in-aid 
programs.

mind will face a tough go in 
Congress. 


Chairman Wilbur D. Mills of

says he may hold hearings, but 
they will be late in the year at 
best. 


Meanwhile, 
pressure 
is 


mounting. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York and other big-state 
governors are calling for it 
louder than ever. 


In an unusual maneuver that 


could bring considerable heat to 
bear, the National Legislative 
Conference 
and 
allied 


organizations are pressing a call 
for a constitutional covention to 
write 
a 
revenue-sharing 


amendment. 
If 
34 
state 


legislatures pass resolutions 
calling for such a convention 
Congress is obliged under the 
constitution to convene. 


However, if revenue sharing 


should clear committee much of 
the rank-and-file support for it 
could evaporate in wrangling 
over details. 


In short, the outlook is for 


much discussion. Action is 
another matter.

Don't blame yourself for 


failing to understand the true 
condition of the economy. Even 
in the best informed circles, it 
appears, there is some con- 
fusion. 


In December, the Commerce 


Department unveiled in its 
lobby a calculator with a 
m a m m o t h 
s i g n b o a r d 


proclaiming the "growing" 
volume of the nation's output of 
goods and services. 


The 
ceremony 
was 
ac- 


companied by much fanfare. 
President Nixon was there and it 
was announced proudly that the 
Gross National Product had 
achieved a rate of $1 trillion a 
year, or that it had nearly 
doubled in 10 years. 


But now the same Commerce 


Department has announced that 
while the calculator was busily 
adding up numbers for an im- 


pressionable audience, 
the 


actual size of the Gross National 
Product was falling, and at a 
shocking rate. 


Trie calculator's tigures in- 


cluded price inflation. The real 
GNP, 
with inflation removed, 


fell 3.3 per cent in the October- 
December quarter, the sharpest 
drop in 11 years. 


Moreover, the GNP fell for the 


year by one-half per cent, the 
first decline for an entire year 
since 1958. In the final quarter of 
1970, the real GNPwas at an 
annual rate of $721.3 billion, 
rather than $1 trillion.

In counting inflation as part of 


the GNP, the producer of the 
calculator may be compared to 
a worker bragging that his 
paycheck is bigger every year 
because he has a cost-of-living

derstanding of the economy. The 
inflation that distorted the GNP 
figures had nevertheless been 
receding, we had believed, but 
Commerce Department figures 
show that near the close of the 
year price increases were ac- 
celerating.

cent, but in the final quarter the 
rate jumped to 5.7 per cent after 
having fallen to 4.6 per cent 
three months earlier. 


The picture isn't all bad, 


however. The long depressed 
housing picture brightened 
considerably in December, with 
the rate of starts rising to nearly 
2 million units, compared with 
about 1.4 million a year earlier.

FISH CONTAMINATION 


In the wake of the discovery of 


hazardous levels of mercury in 
canned tuna, the National 
Marine Fisheries Service has 
quietly begun testing about a 
dozen other species of fish to 
determine whether they, too, 
may contain unsafe levels of 
mercury, lead, cadmium or 
arsenic. 


Results of the new studies are 


expected to be turned over to the 
Food and Drug Administration 
in 
late 
February, though 


preliminary results haven't 
uncovered any other potentially 
hazardous heavy metal con- 
centrations. Other studies, 
however, have found high 
mercury levels in swordfish. 


Scientists investigating the 


pollution of tuna have suggested 
that larger tuna appear to 
contain higher concentrations of 
mercury. 


Japanese fishermen repor- 


tedly have developed techniques 
for selectively snagging the fish 
of medium to small size, a 
development which might give 
them a very useful edge if the 
larger fish become off limits 
because of mercury content.

Theory There Is Wafer on Moon 


SAN DIEGO (AP) —• Several 


scientists studying lunar rocks 
and soil brought back by Apollo 
astronauts say they believe the 
moon has water. 


Dr. Albert E. J. 
Engel, 


professor of geology at Scripps 
told a news conference Tuesday 
the moon may contain large 
quantities of water trapped in 
rocks. 


"In fact," he said, "most of us 


geologists are betting that the 
moon has water. If we sampled 
the rocks in 50 places on the 
moon just at random, the 
chances are we would find 
water." 


Dr. Harold Urey, 1934 Nobel 


Prize winner for his discovery of 
heavy hydrogen, supported the 
idea. 


Recent 
evidence, he said, 


indicates parts of the moon are 
considerably more dense than 
the satellite as a whole. 


"Water underground," he 


added, "would explain this very 
neatly." 


Additional support for the 


water-in-the-moon theory came 
from Dr. Gustaf 
Arrhenius, 


professor of oceanography at 
Scripps, who said certain 
minerals he and his colleagues 
found in the lunar samples are 
much like hydrous, or water- 
bearing, minerals found on 
earth. 


Engel said there was every 


reason to believe water was an 
important component of the 
moon at the time of its for- 
mation.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Government Reorganization 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — The secret 
paperwork has been completed 
for a sweeping reorganization of 
the federal government. Only 
the State, Defense, Treasury 
and Justice Departments will 
remain unscathed. 
The 
changes 
have 
been 
proposed 
in 
a 
series 
of 
exhaustive memos to President 
Nixon from a high-powered task 
force headed by Roy Ash, 
president of Litton Industries. 
“We are well aware that 
sw eeping 
organizational 
changes are difficult to ac­ 
complish and not to be un­ 
dertaken lightly,” reported the 
Ash Council in a 427-page memo 
to the President dated Nov. 19, 
1970. “However, after a very 
careful examination, we have 
rejected more modest ap­ 
proaches for we believe that 
they 
will 
not 
solve 
the 
management problems that 
challenge 
the 
government 
today.” 
President Nixon still must 
approve some of the details. And 
Congress, of course, will have 
the final word on any major 
government surgery. 
The federal bureaucracy’s 
powers of self-preservation also 
shouldn’t be 
underestimated. 
Such agencies as the Office of 
Economic Opportunity, marked 
for elimination by 
the Ash 
Council, are fighting for sur­ 
vival in the backrooms of 
Washington. 
Under the Ash proposals, most 
domestic functions would be 
regrouped under four major 
government departments. They 
would be called the Department 
of Human Resources, Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources, 
Department 
of Community 
Development and Department 
of Economic Development. 


INSIDE WHITE HOUSE 
Up until the middle of last 
month, 
the 
Transportation 
Department held out against 
reorganization. Then two White 
House aides sent out a stiff 
memo of opposition, dated 
December 14, to the President’s 
major demo, John Ehrlichman. 


Protested aides Bud Krogh 
and Andy Rouse: “It appears 
inappropriate, considering how 
far the Ash proposals go, to 
permit the Department of 
Transportation to remain the 
only means-oriented domestic 
agency in the executive branch 
— with its programs, interests 
and constituencies overlapping 
those of other agencies.” Ap­ 
parently, the department will 
now be partially dismembered. 
Attorney General John Mit­ 
chell made a personal appeal to 
the President to prevent the 
break-up of his department. 
Mitchell argued that, in view of 
his strike forces’ success in 
combatting organized crime in 
key cities, the Justice Depart­ 
ment should be left alone. 
He 
encountered 
little 
resistance from the Ash Council, 
which was concerned that a 
consolidation 
of 
law 
en­ 
forcement agencies would raise 
the spectre of a national police 
force. The Justice Department, 
therefore, is expected to be 
stripped only of 
the 
non­ 
enforcement features of its 
drug-control program which will 
be 
transferred 
to 
Human 
Resources. 


NIXON FRUSTRATED 
President Nixon has 
been 
fuming ever since he moved into 
the White House over his 
inability 
to bestir 
the vast 
federal 
bureaucracy. 
Poor 
Richard has issued directives, 


delivered pronouncements and 
dictated memos to little avail. 
They disappear 
into the 
cumbersome federal machine 
that we sometimes call the 
Fuddle Factory. There follows a 
great grinding of gears and 
spinning of bureaucratic wheels. 
But for all the wondrous ac­ 
tivity, little forward momentum 
results.’ 
In the privacy of his oval of­ 
fice, the President fusses over 
the negative attitudes of most 
bureaucrats, 
fumes at 
their 
can’t-be-done responses to his 
ideas and chafes over the 
bureaucratic inertia. He has 
complained that government 
officials “spent one-half of their 
time writing papers to each 
other.” 
He has tried to make the 
bureaucracy more responsive to 
his will by requiring political 
clearance for all appointees 
down to the grade 13 level. More 
often than not, however, this has 
resulted in the appointment of 
political hacks who are less 
efficient 
than 
the 
career 
workers they replaced. 
Almost in desperation, the 
President commissioned a task 
force to revamp the federal 
government. The Ash Council, 
after 
months 
of 
intensive 
research, confirmed Nixon’s 
own conviction that “existing 
departments and agencies are 
not sufficiently responsive to 
presidential policy direction.” 
The council contended in the 
November 
19 
memo to the 
President that the present 
federal structure “has failed to 
keep 
pace 
with 
changing 
(conditions) . . . Among the 
consequences are jurisdictional 
competition, overlapping of 
effort, inability to evaluate 
program performance and an

even simple sugar water at 
these expensive and distant 
treatm ent centers.

Pressure is growing inside and 
outside Congress for revenue 
sharing, an idea that looks 
simple but isn’t. 
Under revenue sharing the 
federal government, blessed 
with income-tax revenue that 
automatically goes up faster 
than the over-all economy, 
would turn over some of the 
money to hard-pressed state and 
local governments, with no 
strings attached. 
President Nixon, committed 
to his “new federalism” policy 
of strengthening state govern­ 
ments, will press harder than 
ever for revenue sharing this 
year. Governors and mayors are 
clamoring for it, a recent poll 
shows 71 per cent of Americans 
like the idea, and a growing 
number of congressmen and 
senators appear to be lining up 
behind it. 
Opponents of revenue sharing 
include fiscal conservatives who 
see it as another spending plan, 
organized 
labor 
and 
the 
National Education Association 
which say it has hidden pitfalls, 
and many members of Congress 
simply reluctant to let power 
pass out of their hands or to 
raise taxes for the benefit of 
another level of government. 
Debate over the issue will heat 
up 
when 
President 
Nixon 
delivers his State of the Union 
address to Congress Friday. He 
has promised a new, expanded 
revenue sharing plan. 
The arguments criss-cross 
party lines and ideological 
boundaries. 
Republicans, 
Democrats, liberals, moderates 
and conservatives can be found 
on both sides of the issue. 
THE DEBATE 
FOR — Pinched by rising 
costs and lagging tax takes, 


many states and cities predict 
cutbacks in basic services or 
increases in taxes without in­ 
creased 
federal 
aid, 
an 
Associated Press survey showed 
last month. Federal aid, in the 
form of no -strings federal 
revenue sharing, is the answer. 
AGAINST — States and cities 
have only themselves to blame, 
since they can always raise their 
own taxes. Anyway, the federal 
government already gives them 
about $25 billion yearly in direct, 
conditional grants-in-aid and 
about another $7 billion in in­ 
direct loans and subsidies. 
FOR — The grants only un­ 
derline the basic point that the 
federal government has gotten 
too much power. Twenty years 
ago those grants totalled only $2 
billion, but the federal govern­ 
ment has an easier time raising 
money than local governments. 
The graduated federal income 
tax goes up 1.5 per cent for every 
1 
per 
cent 
growth 
in 
the 
economy. State and local taxes 
have less of an automatic in­ 
crease and frequently have to be 
raised 
by 
law, 
sometimes 
getting the men who raised them 
turned out of office. 
Federal 
funds, 
control 
remains in Washington where 
miles of red tape keep a lot of aid 
from reaching those it is sup­ 
posed to help. And finally, states 
and localities can’t tell from one 
year to the next how much 
Congress will decide to put into 
its own programs. 
AGAINST 
— 
Desirable 
national standards in such areas 
as civil rights, welfare and labor 
practices can be enforced only if 
Washington keeps strings on the 
money it hands to states and 
localities. 
FOR — The problems of the 
’70s are primarily local — police 
protection, education, 
health, 
sanitation. Cities and states that 


raise taxes to meet these 
problems drive out taxpaying 
citizens and businesses. Federal 
revenue sharing would spread 
the tax burden equally. 
AGAINST — The same thing 
could be accomplished 
by 
stream lining 
grant-in-aid 
programs. Besides, revenue 
sharing would make state and 
local 
governments 
more 
dependent than ever on federal 
handouts and reduce incentive 
for low-tax areas to bring their 
levies in line with high-tax 
neighbors who suffer from the 
difference. 
OUTLOOK 
Whatever plan Nixon has in 
mind will face a tough go in 
Congress. 
Chairman Wilbur D. Mills of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, says he is more 
opposed than ever because of 
growing federal deficits. 
He 
says he may hold hearings, but 
they will be late in the year at 
best. 
Meanwhile, 
pressure 
is 
mounting. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
of New York and other big-state 
governors are calling 
for it 
louder than ever. 
In an unusual maneuver that 
could bring considerable heat to 
bear, the National Legislative 
Conference 
and 
allied 
organizations are pressing a call 
for a constitutional covention to 
write 
a 
revenue-sharing 
amendment. 
If 
34 
state 
legislatures pass resolutions 
calling for such a convention 
Congress is obliged under the 
constitution to convene. 
However, if revenue sharing 
should clear committee much of 
the rank-and-file support for it 
could evaporate in wrangling 
over details. 
In short, the outlook is for 
much discussion. Action is 
another matter.

Japanese fishermen repor­ 
tedly have developed techniques 
for selectively snagging the fish 
of medium to small size, a 
development which might give 
them a very useful edge if the 
larger fish become off limits 
because of mercury content.

In counting inflation as part of 
the GNP, the producer of the

derstanding of the economy. The 
inflation that distorted the GNP 
figures had nevertheless been 
receding, we had believed, but 
Commerce Department figures 
show that near the close of the 
year price increases were ac­ 
celerating. 
For all 1970, prices rose 5.3 per 
cent, but in the final quarter the 
rate jumped to 5.7 per cent after 
having fallen to 4.6 per cent 
three months earlier. 
The picture isn’t all bad, 
however. The long depressed 
housing

The drop in interest rates also 
is encouraging and somewhat 
astonishing, too.

Theory There Is Water on Moon 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — Several 
scientists studying lunar rocks 
and soil brought back by Apollo 
astronauts say they believe the 
moon has water. 
Dr. Albert E. J. 
Engel, 
professor of geology at Scripps 
told a news conference Tuesday 
the moon may contain large 
quantities of water trapped in 
rocks. 
“In fact,” he said, “most of us 
geologists are betting that the 
moon has water. If we sampled 
the rocks in 50 places on the 
moon just at random, 
the 
chances are we would find 
water.” 
Dr. Harold Urey, 1934 Nobel 
Prize winner for his discovery of 
heavy hydrogen, supported the 
idea. 


Recent evidence, 
he 
said, 
indicates parts of the moon are 
considerably more dense than 
the satellite as a whole. 
“ Water underground,” he 
added, “would explain this very 
neatly.” 
Additional support for 
the 
water-in-the-moon theory came 
from 
Dr. 
Gustaf Arrhenius, 
professor of oceanography at 
Scripps, 
who 
said 
certain 
minerals he and his colleagues 
found in the lunar samples are 
much like hydrous, or water­ 
bearing, minerals found on 
earth. 
Engel said there was every 
reason to believe water was an 
important component of the 
moon at the time of its for­ 
mation. 
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Aid For Films 
Gov. Reagan, a former movie 
actor, says he thinks it’s time 
the federal government helps 
the ailing U. S. motion picture 
industry. 
Hollywood needs some help to 
offset the incentives offered by 
foreign countries to producers to 
make films outside the United

House Committee Seniority 
System Target Of Both Parties

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


federal government is having 
more trouble with its best- 
known publication —.the new, 
revised, simplified, easier-to- 
understand tax form 1040. 


It seems large numbers of 


Americans filing their income 
tax forms early this year are 
overlooking a new peel-off 
mailing label on 1040. It isn't 
being peeled off and the In- 
ternational Revenue Service is 
disturbed. 


In the first week of 1971, IRS 


officials said, up to io,000 out of 
100,000 early filers either failed 
to use the peel-off label or list 
their names, addresses or Social 
Security numbers at the top of 
1040. 


The peel-off label, attached to 


the basic tax package mailed to 
millions of taxpayers by IRS, 
includes the name, address and 
Social Security number as 
recorded on a taxpayer's 1969 
return. 


IRS is asking taxpayers to 


peel it from the front page of the 
package and paste it in the 
proper place at the top of 1040. If 
the label isn't used, taxpayers 
must fill in the section them- 
selves. 


In the past years, no peeling 


was required. The label was in 
the proper place, saving tax- 
payers the trouble of filling out 
their names, addresses and 
Social Security numbers if the 
information on the label proved 
correct. 


IRS went to the peel-off label 


this year when it made another 


revision in form 1040 in hopes Of 
making it easier for taxpayers 
to read and easier to fill out. 
Using 
the 
label 
speeds 


processing, IRS says. 


But officials 
indicated 
the 


habits,of a number of taxpayers 
haven't changed. 


"All we have in some cases is 


a signature," the spokesman 
said. "In such cases, we don't 
know how to get in touch with 
them." 


If the trend continues, it could 


mean a lot of delayed refunds, a 
slowdown in processing, and a 
mass of defective returns. 


W-2 forms usually, but not 


always, include the information 
about a taxpayer required by 
IRS, the spokesman said. The 
W-2 forms are supposed to be 
clipped to the back of form 1040.

$100 coverage for each gross ton 
of shipping involved. The oil 
spilled from a 15,000 ton tanker, 


providing for the $1.5 million 
coverage. 


There has been no estimate of 


the cost of the cleanup. 


The oil firm also had a cleanup 


program 
planned for spill 


emergencies that was put into 
effect a few minutes after the 
predawn collision. 


The program was developed 


at a cost of $100,000 after a minor 
spill in October 1969. 


Special oil skimming equip- 


ment was installed on surplus 
landing craft and a fleet of four- 
wheel-drive pickup trucks was 
purchased for use on rough 
terrain. Small boats and earth-

were 


available. 


Special trailers were stocked 


with portable pumps, hoses and 
pipe repair equipment, and a 
roster of manpower was drawn 
up for emergencies.

House Committee Seniority

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
federal government is having 
more trouble with 
its 
best- 
known publication — the new, 
revised, simplified, 
easier-to- 
understand tax form 1040. 
It seems large numbers of 
Americans filing their income 
tax forms early this year are 
overlooking a new peel-off 
mailing label on 1040. It isn’t 
being peeled off and the In­ 
ternational Revenue Service is 
disturbed. 
In the first week of 1971, IRS 
officials said, up to 10,000 out of 
100,000 early filers either failed 
to use the peel-off label or list 
their names, addresses or Social 
Security numbers at the top of 
1040. 
The peel-off label, attached to 


the basic tax package mailed to 
millions of taxpayers by IRS, 
includes the name, address and 
Social Security number as 
recorded on a taxpayer’s 1969 
return. 
IRS is asking taxpayers to 
peel it from the front page of the 
package and paste it in the 
proper place at the top of 1040. If 
the label isn’t used, taxpayers 
must fill in the section them­ 
selves. 
In the past years, no peeling 
was required. The label was in 
the proper place, saving tax­ 
payers the trouble of filling out 
their 
names, 
addresses 
and 
Social Security numbers if the 
information on the label proved 
correct. 
IRS went to the peel-off label 
this year when it made another 


revision in form 1040 in hopes of 
making it easier for taxpayers 
to read and easier to fill out. 
Using 
the 
label 
speeds 
processing, IRS says. 
But officials 
indicated 
the 
habits,of a number of taxpayers 
haven’t changed. 
“All we have in some cases is 
a signature,” the spokesman 
said. “In such cases, we don’t 
know how to get in touch with 
them.” 
If the trend continues, it could 
mean a lot of delayed refunds, a 
slowdown in processing, and a 
mass of defective returns. 
W-2 forms usually, but not 
always, include the information 
about a taxpayer required by 
IRS, the spokesman said. The 
W-2 forms are supposed to be 
clipped to the back of form 1040. 


Legislator Hits Ski Operators;

SAN FRANCISCO (A P ) — An 
industry insurance program will 
provide up to $1.5 million for 
Standard Oil Co. of California to 
pay for cleanup costs in the San 
Francisco Bay oil spill, the firm 
said Wednesday.

There has been no estimate of 
the cost of the cleanup. 
The oil firm also had a cleanup 
program 
planned 
for spill 
emergencies that was put into 
effect a few minutes after the 
predawn collision. 
The program was developed 
at a cost of $100,000 after a minor 
spill in October 1969. 
Special oil skimming equip­ 
ment was installed on surplus 
landing craft and a fleet of four- 
wheel-drive pickup trucks was 
purchased for use on rough 
terrain.

something to a man. Even though we were not successful, there 
were fish around. Battle Creek is in prime shape so why not go out 
and settle your nerves over the weekend. 


Should you fail to be interested in the running water sport, why 


not tarry to Shasta where ye shall be richly rewarded with sunshine 
and a possible tug at the other end of the rod which may prove to be 
a pleasant experience. 


It has been difficult to accept the fact that so many salmon 


have been going through so very very bookless. The water came up 
too soon for us to get at 'em and it appears she shan't go down for a 
spell. The amount of water being released from Keswick Dam 
results again in our failure to take fish. 


It also results in preventing U. S. Fish and Wildlife officials 


from rescuing salmon piling up behind the dam and the fish trap. It 
might be noted that it is illegal to angle for salmon in that area of 
the Sacramento River. 


I forgot to mention how thrilled all we fisherman are at the 


announced decision of Mr. Gianelli, head of the State Water Dept. 
Resources indicating that it has been determined that there is 
sufficient water supply for the State of California now and it won't 
be necessary to construct more dams as previously planned.

Last week I attended the first annual Slope Maintenance 


Conference at Winter Park, Colo. The conference, jointly sponsored 
by the National Ski Areas Association (NSAA) and the Winter Park 
Ski Area, was the very first of its type and dealt with new concepts 
in the field and the machinery that is available to implement these 
concepts. 


It was appropriate that this first conference be held at Winter 


Park because it was this area that pioneered slope maintenance 
under the leadership of long-time ski enthusiast promoter Steve 
Bradley. 


Bradley, currently president of the NSAA and executive 


director of the Winter Complex, inaugurated this first conference in 
view of the increasing importance of slope maintenance in the 
industry. 


So important has slope maintenance become, the conference 


attracted representatives from over 50 of the largest ski areas in 
the United States, a truly remarkable turnout for the loosely af- 
filiated industry. Also in attendance were manufacturers of 
grooming vehicles and equipment from al- over the world. 


The term "slope maintenance" might be unfamiliar to some 


skiers, but it is simply the all-inclusive term used to describe what 
is done to the ski slope to make it more desirable as a skiing sur- 
face. It is truly the "farming" of a ski slope. 


As few as 10 years ago the slopes were not mechanically 


groomed simply because the sophisticated vehicles necessary to 
climb up and down the snow-covered mountains were not available. 
Previously any packing of new snow or grading of moguls was 
accomplished by rows of side-slipping skiers. More often than not 
the slopes were left in their natural state and remained unskied 
because of unsuitable conditions. 


As larger and more progressive areas developed across the 


nation, it became evident to the industry that in order to pay for 
nicer base facilities and longer more comfortable aerial lifts, it 
would be necessary to attract as many skiers as possible 
EVERYDAY. The only answer was mechanically groomed and 
packed slopes. 


The first vehicles were used at Winter Park in the early 1960's. 


With mogul cutting attachments and packing equipment towed 
behind, they were able to provide a packed, relatively smooth base 
for skiers. To say the very least, the new improved skiing surfaces 
were well received and received much acclaim. Slope Maintenance 
was born, and it became a giant overnight. 


The conference was a tremendous success with enlightening 


discussions on many new concepts, ideas and methods.

Last week I attended the first annual Slope Maintenance 
Conference at Winter Park, Colo. The conference, jointly sponsored 
by the National Ski Areas Association (NSAA) and the Winter Park 
Ski Area, was the very first of its type and dealt with new concepts 
in the field and the machinery that is available to implement these 
concepts. 
It was appropriate that this first conference be held at Winter 
Park because it was this area that pioneered slope maintenance 
under the leadership of long-time ski enthusiast promoter Steve 
Bradley. 
Bradley, currently president of the NSAA and executive 
director of the Winter Complex, inaugurated this first conference in 
view of the increasing importance of slope maintenance in the 
industry. 


So important has slope maintenance become, the conference 
attracted representatives from over 50 of the largest ski areas in 
the United States, a truly remarkable turnout for the loosely af­ 
filiated industry. Also in attendance were manufacturers of 
grooming vehicles and equipment from ah over the world. 
The term “slope maintenance” might be unfamiliar to some 
skiers, but it is simply the all-inclusive term used to describe what 
is done to the ski slope to make it more desirable as a skiing sur­ 
face. It is truly the “farming” of a ski slope. 
As few as 10 years ago the slopes were not mechanically 
groomed simply because the sophisticated vehicles necessary to 
climb up and down the snow-covered mountains were not available. 
Previously any packing of new snow or grading of moguls was 
accomplished by rows of side-slipping skiers. More often than not 
the slopes were left in their natural state and remained unskied 
because of unsuitable conditions. 
As larger and more progressive areas developed across the 
nation, it became evident to the industry that in order to pay for 
nicer base facilities and longer more comfortable aerial lifts, it 
would be necessary to attract as many skiers as possible 
EVERYDAY. The only answer was mechanically groomed and 
packed slopes. 
The first vehicles were used at Winter Park in the early 1960’s. 
With mogul cutting attachments and packing equipment towed 
behind, they were able to provide a packed, relatively smooth base 
for skiers. To say the very least, the new improved skiing surfaces 
were well received and received much acclaim. Slope Maintenance 
was born, and it became a giant overnight. 
The conference was a tremendous success with enlightening 
discussions on many new concepts, ideas and methods. 
Good skiing for the weekend, 10 feet of snow, packed and in good 
shape.
